“People, Parasites, Progress: Disease 
Effects of Technological Change in the 
Third World” 


Sleeping sickness, hookworm and malaria 


are distant and removed from most of us, but 


for many people of the world these diseases 
are very real. ..and very deadly. This month 
Dr. Donald Heyneman, Professor of Parasi- 
tology, University of California, San Fran- 
cisco, will discuss his research which over 
the past 25 years has taken him to African 
and Southeast Asian tropics to study the 
health impacts that come to third world 
countries following technological changes. 


For instance, as vast areas of Nubian and 
Sudan desert come into cultivation an 
ancient blood worm found in 3000 year old 
Egyptian mummies enters the skin of new 
settlers from snail infested irrigation ditches, 
invading blood vessels and depositing 
millions of destructive eggs in adjacent 
tissues. The migration of African herdsmen 
into tsetse fly ‘“‘belts’”” means almost certain 
death for cattle and jeopardizes the herds- 
men themselves with sleeping sickness. 
Malaria kills a million African children each 
year, and hookworm drains blood and energy 
from many more. 


The interface between humans and 
parasites, and the environments in which 
they meet, is the topic of this month’s 
members’ meetings.

The Heritage of Islam has been assembled 
to display to the American public for the first 
time a brilliant sampling of the great culture 
which stretches from West Africa through 
the Middle East into South and Southeast 
Asia.

Members of the Academy will be pleased 
to learn about a special series to be aired 
on KQED-TV, Channel 9, called ‘‘The Tradi- 
tional World of Islam” beginning Monday 
July 19 at 8:00 p.m. (reshown beginning 
Thursday, July 22 at 9:30 p.m. on Channel 
32). The series, which will run for six con- 
secutive weeks, fills an important informa- 


tion gap for the western world by focusing 
on the important contributions that 
Islamic civilization has made to the 
achievement of man.

A NATURALIST’S VIEW OF KASHMIR AND 
LADAKH 

Speaker: Dr. Robert Fleming, Jr.

Join Dr. Robert Fleming Jr. on a vicarious 
journey to the remote and exotic lands of 
Kashmir and Ladakh. The journey begins 
with the floating gardens of Srinagar, an ex- 
ploration of the Dachigam Wildlife Sanctuary 
and an investigation of the forests, lakes and 
meadows of the Vale of Kashmir. We will 
then discover the timeless land of Ladakh, 
one of the last strongholds of Tibetan life, 
culture and religion in the Himalayas. 
Opened to Westerners in 1974, Ladakh is 
renowned for its ancient monasteries, spec- 
tacular high desert country scenery, and a 
Buddhist way of life scarcely touched by the 
technology of the twentieth century. 


Dr. Fleming is one of the foremost 
Himalayan naturalists and co-author of the 
classic Birds of Nepal. Raised in India, and 
presently living in Kathmandu, Bob has led 
more than 100 treks over the past 20 years 
into the far reaches of the Himalayas, 
photographing and studying the birds, 
plants, wildlife, ecology and culture of this 
magnificent mountain range.
